Out Red Carpel 
"for Fidel Castro 


MOSCOW (AP)—Moscow today 


prepared an ecstatic greeting for 
the first person—Cuba's Premier 
Fidel Castro—to raise the banner 
of communism triumphantly in 
the Western Hemisphere. 


The bearded chief of the Carib- 


Vbean island's Red government ar- 


rived Friday at an Arctic airport 
near Murmansk where he was 
greeted by First Deputy Premief 
Anastas I. Mikoyan. The arrival 
took the Western world by sur- 
prise, 
Mikoyan 
was 
the man 


chosen by Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev to go to Havana last fall and 
explain both the emplacement and 
the withdrawal of Soviet rockets 
in Cuba. 


V . Castro arrived in the Soviet 


Union's stark North without fan 
fare and with no Western corrre- 
spondents present to witness the 
landing. So far as the records 
show, it was Castro's first visit 
to the Soviet Union although his 
son spent some time in Moscow 
at school. 


Castro's obvious aim was to ce- 


ment the Soviet-Cuban alliance 


^and for the Soviet public, the 


culmination would come when he 
made his appearance atop the 
Lenin tomb in Red Square on May 
Day. 


Castro received top government 


honors on his arrival. There was 
a guard of honor, and national 
anthems were played. Besides Mi- 
Kqy.an, Adm. Sergei 
Gorshkov, 


commander in chief of the Soviet 
.Navy was present. 
•^ Castro and Mikoyan boarded a 


train which will bring them into 
Moscow Sunday morning.

In an apparent reply to in- 
tellecturals who have assailed his 
insistence on cultural conformity, 
Khrushchev said that the "tried 
and tested leader of the Soviet 
people is our Communist party, 
its Leninist central committee to 
which the most authoritative men 
and women in the party and the 
country are elected." 


"I believe that no one will sus- 


pect that in stating this, I have 
in mind any special standing of 
my own in the party," he said. 


"For everyone understands that 


I cannot hold for all time the pos- 
ition 1 now have in the party and 
the state. Therefore, speaking of 
this, I do not think of myself, but 
of our Leninist party, the Soviet 
people and the great cause of 
communism." 


H** warned the intellectuals that 


the party did not intend to give 
up its controls when it assailed 
the Stalin "cult of the personal- 
ity."

Szili, now living in Norristown, 
Pa., to discuss the case with him 
today to see if there is a chance 
of appeal. 


The congressman emphasized, 


however, that everything will de- 
pend on what Szili tells him and 
on what the Korean War veteran 
wants to do himself. 


"I feel that we should inves- 


tigate before pursuing other lines 
of action," said Schweiker. 


Szili has protested 
before—to 


Schweiker and other members of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
congressional 


delegation and to President Ken- 
nedy—but without disclosing the 
incident he says was behind his 
discharge. 


Szili related his story Friday to 


The Philadelphia Evening Bulle- 
tin and explained that he had to 
sign a statement before his dis- 
charge saying he knew he could 
be fined $10,000 or imprisoned 10 
years if he said anything about 
the slaying.

Usually, they would come 
as far as Caney Creek the first 
day and camp there, coming on 
into Hope early the next morning 
to dispose of their cotton. 


After the railroad went through 


Nashville and folks around Min- 
eral Springs started taking their 
cotton to Nashville inslead of to 
Hope, Mr. Graves slopped coming 
to Hope so oflen.

When he was ambassador 
to 


France almost 200 years ago, 
thrifty Ben awoke unusually early 
one morning and found daylight 
streaming 
through 
his 
window 


while most of the citizens of the 
city still slept. 


Frugal Ben worried about the 


"wasted" daylight and conceived 
a plan to conserve the daylight by 
advancing clocks one hour. 


This was the germ of Daylight 


Saving Time, which becomes ef- 
fective generally at 2 a.m. Sunday 
in more than half the states, all 
or in part, and the District of 
Columbia. 


The millions who lose an hour 


each when clocks are set ahead to 
comply with the new schedule will 
regain it when the clocks are 
turned back an hour in the fall.

the difficulty of finding proper 
leadership," 
Morton continued, 


the plan could not be implemented 
during the administration's re- 
maining 10 months in power. 


When the invasion was attempt- 


ed under the Kennedy administra- 
tion in April 1961 at the Bay of 
Pigs it failed, Morton added. 


The senator said Kennedy had 


showed bold initiative during the 
missile showdown last fall, but 
now is pursing "a wishy-washy 
policy of backing and stalling." 


Other Republicans who com- 


mented Thursday picked up Ken- 
nedy's challenge to critics of his 
Cuban policy to say whether they 
favor an invasion to topple Cas- 
tro. 


"Republicans 
have 
nnt 
ad- 


vocated invasion of Cuba," said 
Sen. Barry Goldwater of Arizona. 
"Neither have they shrunk be- 
cause 
of 
fear 
from the pos- 


sibility of this happening." 


Goldwater said that while he 


does not advocate early invasion 
of the island, he is not afraid of 
going to war over Cuba. 


"If we are not willing to take 


risks in this world," he said in 
an interview, "we might as well 
give up." 


Another persistent critic o[ the 


administration, Rep. William C. 
Cramer of Florida, said in a 
separate 
interview: 
"President 


Kennedy is peddling a fear-of-war 
psychosis to hide his own fear of 
action." 


"Nobody in Congress is propos- 


ing war," Cramer said. "But the 
United States has sent troops to 
Thailand and Viet Nam. It has 
troop's in Berlin. And the Presi- 
dent says we can't do anything 
about Cuba. That sounds very 
hollow to me."

There have been changing jew-

It introduced into Camden 
a variety of goods, some of which 
like wall paper were new ideas 
for those days. 


The only time the store was 


ever closed was during the Civil 
War months when George Stinson 
served in the Confederate Army. 
He lost one eye at Shiloh. Eliza- 
beth Stinson came down from 
Maine and was a pioneer business 
woman in her brother's store. In 
1889 John Stinson, son of the 
founder entered the firm and in 
1932 
his son became 
manager. 


John Stinson, present owner and 
manager of the store lives with 
his wife and three children in the 
family home where the reunion 
was held.

Businessmen 
Call for a 
Cut in Taxes 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A group 


of prominent businessmen headed 
by Henry Ford II has called for 
a $10 bilb'on cut in corporate and 
individual taxes — a move hailed 
by President Kennedy as demon- 
strating "a high sense of states- 
manship." 


The call for a tax cut wns in 


a statement of principles issued by 
Ford and 35 other industrialists 
and financiers Thursday as they 
launched a drive to whip up in- 
terest in tax reduction. 
: 


Among the major recommenda- 


tions of the group, called the Busi- 
ness Committee for Tax Redup: 
tion in 1963, are that Congress 
make a substantial part of the re- 
(iuction effective as early as' pos-r 
sible this year and that a reason' 
able balance be struck between 
federal income and expenditures. 


The plan the President has pre'- 


sented to Congress—a three-year 
$13.6-billion cut to be partly off- 
set by $3.4 billion of revenue-rais- 
ing changes in the tax structure 
—was not endorsed as such.

White House and the Treasury De- 
partment, which are pushing hard 
for congressional approval of a 
tax cut and are trying to rally as 
much support in the business com- 
munity as possible. 


Secretary of the Treasury Doug- 


las Dillon and other administra- 
tion officials addressed the group 
Thursday. The President's subse- 
quent statement was in the nature 
of a salute. 


While the official Treasury posi- 


tion still is that tax cuts and tax 
revision should be considered to- 
gether, there has been increasing 
evidence that the administration 
would sidetrack revision if neces- 
sary to get a tax- cut enacted.

vocates legislation to .halt "loss 
leader" sales, rather than a gen- 
eral "quality stabilization" bill, 
such as introduced by Rep. Oren 
Harris, D-Ark. 


Lee Loevinger told a House 


Commerce Subcommittee Wednes- 
day that the quality stabilization 
measure would help big manufac- 
turers, but not small firms. 


If there is concern about "loss 


leaders" (the sale of goods below 
cost to attract customers) then it 
would be better for Congress to 
pass a bill prohibiting such ac- 
tion, he said. 


The subcommittee is consider 


ing the old question of whethei 
such a measure as proposed by 
Harris constitutes "price fixing' 
or f'fair trade" legislation. 


Harris defended his bill Wednes 


day, saying'-'he "could just no 
agree" with the views of Loeying 
er that the legislation is not neces 
sary.
